Women Debalers 

IN V 1884 a society was formed by the 
.woman of McGill whose aim it was to 
detëlop clearness of thought and ease of 
.èxpçessipii, and who wanted to encourage 
air inflîligcnt interest in, and research into, 
the topics of the day. 

Thi.s group which was named the 
Delta Sigma Society, in honour of Sir Don- 
aid A. Smith, met fortnightly. At these 
mecting.s prepared and impi'omptu debates 
were held, os.says were read and once a 
year a lecture of some interest was 
delivered by one of the Profpssors of this 
University. Keen interest was shown by 
the undergraduates towards this organiz- 
ation. 

For forty-eight years this institution 
has grown and all the while has been accu- 
mulating greater interest among the 
women .students, who automatically become 
Imembers upon entering college. During this 
time it has maintained its original policy, 
bolding lectures and debates at certain in- 
.ten'als throughout the academic year. 

. Last evening four of its members were 
engaged in the annual intercollegiate de- 
bates. The Intercollegiate Debating Union 
is composed of four Canadian Universities, 
namely MoMaster, Queen's, Varsity and 
McGill. Each university selects four under- 
,gi*aduates, two of which remain at home 
and take the affirmative side of the reso- 
lution which has been chosen by the Union 
^ivtJie debate. The other two students visit 
a sister university and take the negative 
side of the question. 

These debates are all held on the same 
day. La.st night the candidates from Mc- 
:Master University debated on the negative 
aide of the question: "Resolved, that 'this 
house is in favour of the Empire Economic 
policy of Lord Beaverbrook" ; while McGill 
jAvomon students were sent to Varsity on 
tilie same question. 

La.st year Varsity was successful in 
taking the trophy presented by Miss 
•Birkett; winning both sides of the argu- 
:ment. Last night McGill lost to McMaster 
in the R.V.C. while the vLsiting half of the 
local team won out over 'Varsity in 
'I'oionto, a yery ci-editable feat in view of 
the reputation of the Toronto girls. 
' ■ While it seems that McGill is out of 
the runiiinK for the Birkett trophy for this 
year at lea.sl, the Delta Sigma Society is to 
be congratulated for the splendid showing 
of its representatives. The average male 
undergraduate regards female debaters 
with a feeling closely akin to awe. It seems 
unbelievable to him that women can mount 
a ro.strum and hold forth in well-turned 
plint.ses to a large audience, before whicli 
he himself would retire blushing, in coiv 
f u.sion. The women debaters may not have 
added a championship to the laurels of the 
R.V.C. but they have, nevertheless, done 
valuable service in drawing public attention 
to a branch of wonicn'.s activity which, a.s

College Comment 



The accepted manner of applauae, that ot 
hand-clapping, appears crudo and harsh wlion con- 
trasted with the work of art or m-tist wllich It 
wishes to commend. Tills Is best aiiprocLalod when 
llatening over tho radio to a oonooi-l ul which t'.ioi'O 
Is a visible audience to tho performers as well as 
an ctherlal one. One often hcara a ];ood niuftcal 
program, and^cnjoys it to its end; when suddenly 
.a grating sound is emitted from thci loud-speaker, 
which, after our surprise, appears to bo no thréat- 
enlng catastrophe, but only -iomc clapping on tho 
part ot tho ll.'itencrs before the microphone. "\Vo are 
at once mado to think how Ineftecllvo auch 
applause is. and are soon looking for a newer and 
better form of showing our ai)prcclation of good 
work. This immediately brings us to face with the 
difficulties of discovering such a substltuto and 
thoufli Wo might think for the niomcnl of such 
ways uri rii-ing, or raising our hands, or some such 
way of 'ipdlcating personal opinion, wo soon find 
that clapping fills most want», and that what wc 
really were looking for was a. means of moderating 
Its .lnt<-nsl;y, and of applying It at the proper time. 

There arc, as in all other things, many varloua 
people who applaud In dlvera way:<. Flratly, and 
the' most undesirable. Is tho person who claps 
imply because what ho Is listening to has come 
to an end, and not because he liked wha-t waa- pre- 
.«cntcd. Becondly, wo find tho one who takes every 
opportunity to let his entertainers know his en- 
thusiasm for them, by breaking In- upon them aun-i 
Ing any of their pauses, usually making the rest 
of the listeners chime In with lilm, aa if by. con 
taglon. Thirdly, there Is the rare veraon that doea 
thingB properly, giving timely and well proportioned 
encoiifagement, but never making himself osten 
tatious. 

The most outstanding example of the wrong 
time for applause, Is when It la given during the 
various movements ot a piece of music. This has 
been noticed at the concerts of tho ,Montreal Or- 
chestra, when they have been engaged In symphony 
and pause between the nioveaients. Uproaroua 
[)lng jbrcaks forth Immediately, cuttlnviFcon 
tlnulty, which is foçtunately not entirely lost alnec 
Mr. Clarke, the conductor very wisely ignores it 
till the end. Other artleis, less confident, very un 
wisely acknowledgo tho apiilause, and encourage 
an undesirable condition. Tiio arts uro admitted 
to be the means whereby a human being can for 
get the external world, and put liimacif entirely 
Into the work v/hlch he is performing. Music offurs 
such an opportunity to the artist, and one can 
frequently perceive tho musician ."jo lost In what 
he is playing, that ho apiiears to awake as from 
a dream, .when he hears evidences of {he audience's 
presence. 

A stubborn persistency not to understand 
music, is the fault in most cases for ajiplause ul 
the wrong lime. l,Ci<:k o£ self-conlldcnco indirectly 
contrlbulcs to U)e nuisance, by inaklny i/cople Un- 
certain of their own views, causing lliein to do the 
.thltig which they think will be most acceptable. 
Artists in general, though they dislike to be in 
térupted unnecessarily, are disappointed when nol 
given upplausu wiicii tluy expect it. 'I'hus, If the 
audience would read lis programe InU'lllgently, and 
would waicli tho performers, and discover the cor- 
rect time to give their hand -clap encouragement 
concerts and public pcrrormancb.s In general, would 
be greatly improved, and iicrhapg, wiih added con 
tlnuity, people might conio to see something in 
twoiily -iiiiiiulo coiiiposli loI)^, ;itid not ."ay Lha 
nius/c docH nol inlcresi liiein liei.auso they canno 
understujid il.
